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FOREWORD 


This  book  is  a  collection  of  records,  data  and  information  on  the 
ancestors  and  descendants  of  one  branch  of  the  Dague  family.  It  covers  a 
period  of  over  tivo  hundred  years,  from  Colonial  times  to  the  present,  and 
in  a  brief,  sketchy  way  shows  how  our  pioneer  ancestors  overcame  almost 
unbelievable  hardships  so  that  their  dreams  and  hopes  might  become  reali¬ 
ties  for  their  children  and  their  children's  children. 

The  collection  and  compilation  of  this  information  has  extended  over 
a  period  of  more  than  thirty  years .  During  this  time  we  have  visited  and 
searched  the  records  in  many  libraries,  including  the  Congressional  and 
the  D.A.R.  in  Washington,  and  the  public  libraries  in  New  York,  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Pittsburgh,  Cleveland,  Detroit,  Chicago,  Beaver  Falls,  Pa.,  and 
Waynesburg,  Pa.  We  have  made  several  trips  to  Washington  County,  Pa.,  to 
check  court-house  records  for  wills  and  deeds,  look  through  cemeteries, 
hunt  up  old  homesteads,  and  interview  the  older  living  relatives  and 
friends  of  the  families. 

Much  of  the  early  story  of  the  Dague  family  is  from  Carrie  Dague's 
book  "The  History  And  Genealogy  Of  The  Dague  Family",  published  in  1938, 
ty  the  Welch  Publishing  Co.,  Welch,  W.Va.  Our  research  enabled  us  to  add 
materially  to  the  information  given  in  this  book,  and  in  a  few  cases  to 
correct  errors.  With  the  exception  of  this  one  book,  we  were  unable  to 
find  anything  in  the  form  of  a  written  story  or  family  history. 

For  all  the  families  included  in  this  book,  except  the  Dagues,  we 
started  "from  scratch"  with  the  present  generation  and  worked  back 
through  the  ancestors,  picking  up  information  wherever  it  could  be  found. 
The  information  on  older  generations  is  based  largely  on  wills,  deeds, 
tombstones,  court  records,  family  Bibles,  army  records,  newspaper  items, 
and  old  letters.  We  followed  many  blind  trails  and  threw  out  much  data 
that  at  first  seemed  correct,  but  on  further  study  was  found  to  be  erro¬ 
neous.  Each  piece  of  information  has  been  checked  and  evaluated,  and  we 
believe  it  is  accurate  and  authentic.  In  some  cases  the  source  reference 
is  given,  but  it  is  impossible  to  give  the  authority  for  everything. 

The  information  on  the  present  generation  was  secured  directly  from 

ffiaiflbgfs  of  th§  families,  and  vra  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 

all  who  have  so  generously  cooperated  with  us. 

These  records  are  not  complete.  There  is  much  more  that  possibly 
could  be  found,  given  enough  time  and  patience,  but  as  both  our  time  and 
patience  are  running  short,  we  are  submitting  what  we  have  with  the  hope 
that  it  will  be  of  interest  to  both  the  present  and  future  generations.

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ORIGIN  OF  THE  DAGUE  NAME 


The  first  ancestor  of  the  Hague  family  in  America  was  Friederich  Deg. 
His  signature  on  the  "Oath  of  Allegiance"  when  he  entered  this  country  is 
in  German  script  and  the  last  name  is  "Deg".  This  same  spelling  is  found 
on  his  tombstone,  but  the  church  baptismal  records  of  his  first  four  chil¬ 
dren,  and  his  two  marriages,  give  the  name  as  "Deeg".  He  signed  his  will 
"Frederick  Dage".  On  deeds  and  other  papers  his  name  is  spelled  in  var¬ 
ious  ways,  including  Deg,  Deeg,  Tag,  Tage,  Fague,  Tague,  and  Fage.  On 
one  deed  he  signed  "Frederick  Tag"  and  his  wife  signed  as  "Mary  Dage". 

They  subsequently  made  oath  acknowledging  the  signatures,  which  both  sign¬ 
ed  "Dage".  His  first  name  was  also  spelled  in  different  ways.  On  the 
Oath  of  Allegiance  he  spelled  it  ,rFriederich"  and  on  his  tombstone  it  is 
spelled  the  same'  way,  but  on  most  papers  and  in  hjgs  will  it  is  "Frederick" 

It  seems  that  Friederich  was  not  very  particular  about  how  his  name 
was  spelled,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  he  spoke  German  and  probably 
could  not  read  or  write  beyond  signing  his  name.  The  papers  he  signed 
were  in  English  and  evidently  the  writers  spelled  the  name  as  it  sounded. 
Probably  he  was  influenced  by  the  English  spelling  when  he  signed  them. 

The  Amy  rolls  were,  of  course,  made  up  by  clerks,  which  accounts  for  the 
phonetic  spelling  of  the  names . 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  case  has  been  found  where  Frieder- 
ich's  name  was  spelled  "Dague",  but  most  of  his  children  used  this  spell¬ 
ing.  It  is  believed  that  all  his  sons  except  John  adopted  the  "Dague" 
spelling;  he  spelled  his  name  "Dage";  his  children  changed  it  to  "Dague" 

In  her  book,  "The  History  And  Genealogy  Of  The  Dague  Family",  Carrie 
Dague  gives  many  cases  showing  the  various  spellings  of  the  name  on  deeds, 
wills,  tax  reports,  and  census  records.  The  evidence  clearly  proves  that 
at  least  some  of  the  descendants  of  Friederich  Deg  changed  the  name  to 
"Dague"  and  it  seems  quite  certain  that  all  "Dagues"  are  his  direct  de¬ 
scendants  . 

On  the  boat  that  brought  Friederich  to  this  country  there  were  two 
others  who  signed  their  names  "Deg".  It  is  believed  the  three  were 
brothers.  There  is  an  unconfirmed  story  that  the  three  had  a  violent 
quarrel  while  on  the  ship,  regarding  religion,  aid  separated  after  land¬ 
ing  and  never  saw  each  other  again.  The  other  two  settled  near  Phila¬ 
delphia,  and  records  show  their  names  spelled  Deg,  Teag,  Deak,  Teague, 
Taig,  Deig,  and  Teig;  but  there  is  no  record  of  them  or  ary  of  their  de¬ 
scendants  ever  spelling  the  name  "Dague".

Washington  County,  in  the  southwest  comer  of  Pennsylvania,  was  the 
early  home  of  all  the  early  families  covered  in  this  book.  The  county 
seat  is  the  city  of  Washington,  which  is  twenty-six  miles  southwest  of 
Pittsburgh,  and  about  fifteen  miles  east  of  the  Ohio  state  line. 
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The  German  immigrant,  Friederich  Deg,  settled  about  ten  miles  south¬ 
east  of  Washington,  and  for  four  generations,  almost  a  hundred  years,  his 
descendants,  of  whom  this  book  treats,  were  born  and  lived  -within  five 
miles  of  the  original  homestead.  The  other  families  who  intermarried  to 
become  the  ancestors  of  today's  Dagues  all  live  within  a  radius  of  ten 
miles  of  the  old  Deg  home. 

When  Friederich  Deg  moved  to  Washington  County,  at  about  the  time  of 
the  Revolutionary  War,  it  was  unsettled  frontier  country.  There  were  few 
roads,  and  such  as  there  were  were  mere  trails.  The  country  was  complete¬ 
ly  covered  with  dense  forests  of  large  trees.  The  Indians  still  roamed 
the  woods,  along  with  bear,  deer,  and  wild  turkeys.  The  canp  which  was 
later  to  grow  into  a  city  and  be  re-named  Washington  was  called  Camp  Cat¬ 
fish,  it  being  the  headquarters  of  an  Indian  chief  called  Catfish.  There 
were  no  schools,  no  churches,  and  practically  no  stores  where  necessities 
could  be  purchased.  The  only  money  was  the  pounds,  shillings  and  pence, 
and  that  was  very  scarce.  Practically  all  transactions  for  supplies  and 
necessities  were  by  trade  or  barter. 

Washington  County  lies  in  the  western  foothills  of  the  Alleghanies. 
The  land  is  very  rolling,  with  large  hills  or  small  mountains.  The  early 
settlers  selected  the  more  level  land  in  the  valleys,  and  ran  the  bounda¬ 
ries  by  the  topography  or  "lay  of  the  land";  not  on  section  lines,  as  is 
customary  where  the  land  is  level.  The  following  description  of  land 
"patented"  (i.e.,  bought  directly  from  the  State  of  Pennsylvania),  by 
Friederich  Deg,  is  typical: 

"Beginning  at  a  black  oak,  thence  ty  land  of 
said  Richi son  South  73  degrees.  West  one  hundred  and 
sixteen  perches  to  a  black  oak  and  North  sixty-four 
degrees  West  ninety  eight  perches  to  an  hickory, 
thence  by  land  of  Joseph  Barnet  North  twenty-five 
degrees  West  one  hundred  and  eighty  perches  to  a 
white  oak,  thence  by  vacant  land  North  thirty-five 
degrees  East  forty  three  perches  to  a  post  thence 
by  vacant  land  North  twenty-three  degrees  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  perches  to  a  white  oak  and  North 
fifty-four  degrees  East  eighty  perches  to  a  black 
oak,  thence  by  James  Dickenson's  claim.  South  seven¬ 
ty  four  degrees  East  fifty -two  perches  to  a  hickory 
and  South  sixty  degrees  East  one  hundred  and  twenty 
perches  to  a  white  oak  thence  by  Daniel  Letherman's 
land  South  eight  degrees,  East  sixty -four  perches  to 
a  black  oak.  South  fifteen  degrees,  West  seventy- 
seven  perches  to  a  dogwood  tree.  South  twenty-three 
degrees,  East  one  hundred  and  twelve  perches  to  a 
hickory,  North  thirty-one  degrees,  East  forty-seven 
perches  to  the  place  of  beginning,  containing  four 
hundred  and  forty  acres  ....  which  said  tract  was 
surveyed  in  pursuance  of  a  warrant  granted  to  the 
said  F rederich  Tag©  dated  the  first  day  of  August 
1786." 

A  perch  was  l6§  feet.  A  map  of  the  above  described  Tage  (Dague) 
homestead  looks  like  part  of  an  unfinished  cross-word  puzzle. 
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Hoads,  as  we  know  them,  were  at  first  practically  non-existent. 

Many  years  later  the  National  Hike  (now  U.S.iiO)  was  put  through  from  Cum¬ 
berland,  Md.  to  Ohio.  This  roaa  passed  just  south  of  Friederich  Peg's 
farm  and  a  half  mile  north  of  the  "Dutch  Gloria"  Bethlehem  Lutheran  Cem¬ 
etery,  where  Friederich  Deg  and  other  ancestors  are  buried. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  roads  and  adequate  transportation,  it  was 
practically  impossible  for  the  pioneer  farmers  to  market  the  grain  they 
grew.  There  were  only  three  possible  ways  of  disposing  of  it:  eating  it 
feeding  it  to  livestock,  which  could  be  driven  to  market;  or  making  it 
into  whiskey,  for  which  there  seemed  always  to  be  a  big  demand.  Many  of 
the  Dagues,  Homs,  and  related  families  operated  stills  on  their  farms. 
When  the  Federal  Government  levied  a  tax  on  whiskey  a  few  years  after 
the  Revolution,  the  farmer-distillers  in  western  Pennsylvania  rebelled 
and  attempted  to  withdraw  from  the  Union  and  establish  a  separate,  inde¬ 
pendent  country.  Friederich  Deg,  John  Page,  Christopher  Horn,  and  John 
Horn  were  leaders  in  this  rebellion,  and  when  it  was  suppressed  in  IT?!; 
they  were  all  required  to  sign  an  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the  United  States 
They  evidently  "knuckled  under"  and  paid  the  tax,  since  they  continued 
to  make  whiskey.  The  following  is  a  list  of  "Ancestors"  who  participated 
in  the  "Whiskey  Insurrection"  and  subsequently  signed  the  Oath  of  Alle¬ 
giance:

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THE  FAMILY  OF 
FRIEDERICH  DEG 


FRISDBRICH  DEG 

Friederich  Deg  was  born  in  1736.  The  place  of  his  birth  is  not 
known,  but  evidently  he  was  of  German  ancestry.  He  died  Oct.  12,  1796, 
in  Washington  County,  Pa.  and  is  buried  in  the  "Dutch  Gloria",  now  known 
as  Bethlehem  Lutheran  Cemetery;  it  is  located  on  a  high  hill  about  one- 
hall  mile  south  of  U.S.Road  1|0,  two  miles  west  of  Scenery  Hill,  about 
eight  miles  east  of  Washington,  Pa.  His  tombstone  is  a  slab  of  native 
stone,  rounded  on  top.  It  bears  the  following  crudely  lettered  inscrip¬ 
tion: 


FRIEDERICH 
DEG  WARD  GE- 
BOHRSN  M 
IAHR  1736  UNT  1ST 
BEGRABEN  WORDEN  DEN 
12  OCDOBER  1796 


(The  translation  of  this  is: 
Friederich  Deg  was  born  in 
the  year  1736  and  was  buried 
October  12,  1796.) 


Friederich  was  about  seventeen  when  he  landed  in  Philadelphia.  He 
had  sailed  from  Rotterdam  on  a  ship  called  the  Eastern  Branch.  There 
were  two  other  Degs  on  this  ship,  Michael  and  Andreas.  It  is  not  known 
whether  they  were  related  to  Friederich  or  not,  but  the  evidence  indi¬ 
cates  that  they  did  not  stay  together  long  after  landing.  There  is  no 
record  of  Michael  after  he  left  the  ship,  but  the  fact  that  Friederich' s 
first  son  was  named  Michael  might  indicate  relationship.  Andreas  was  In 
Philadelphia  in  17 60,  and  later  lived  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.  His  de¬ 
scendants  did  not  change  their  name  to  Dague. 

Before  leaving  the  ship,  Friederich  and  the  other  two  Degs  were  re¬ 
quired  to  sign  an  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the  King  of  England.  The  original 
of  this  paper  is  preserved  in  the  State  Records  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.;  fac¬ 
similes  of  their  signatures  are  in  Volumes  I  and  II  of  the  Records  of 
the  Pennsylvania  German  Pioneers,  published  in  1935  by  the  German  Society 
of  Norristown,  Pa. 

Friederich  apparently  went  to  Lancaster,  Pa.,  or  that  vicinity,  soon 
after  landing  in  this  country.  On  June  22,  1755  he  married  his  first 
wife,  Sophia  Schmitt.  She  died  about  four  years  later,  after  bearing  two 
children.  Within  a  year  after  her  death  he  married  Marie  Geysier,  Aug. 

1  1?60|  §h§  waa  the  mother  of  thi  Daguos  reeerdgd  in  thi§  §tojy, 

Friederich  evidently  continued  to  live  in  or  near  Lancaster  until 
after  1762.  The  records  of  Trinity  Lutheran  and  First  Reformed  Churches 
of  Lancaster  record  his  two  marriages  and  the  births  and  baptisms  of  four 
of  his  children,  the  last  being  Catherine,  born  Aug.  13,  1762.  Some  time 
between  that  date  and  1781  he  took  his  family  to  Washington  County,  Pa., 
in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  state,  about  twenty-five  miles  southwest 
of  Pittsburgh.  Stories  have  been  passed  down  that  tell  of  the  trip  across 
the  mountains,  describing  how  the  two  smaller  children  were  carried  in 
saddle-bags  on  a  mule  while  the  rest  of  the  family  walked. 

In  Washington  County,  they  first  lived  on  a  farm  near  Lone  Pine. 

Later  Friederich  bought  a  piece  of  land  on  which  he  paid  taxes  in  1781. 
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The  land  was  bought  on  a  Virginia  Certificate  and  was  called  "F age's 
Grove".  When  this  territory  was  later  transferred  to  Pennsylvania,  the 
Virginia  Certificate  was  declared  invalid,  and  in  1786  a  Pennsylvania 
Warrant  was  granted  for  the  land.  A  survey  showed  that  it  contained  Ub3 
and  5/8  acres.  It  was  re-named  "High  Germany".  This  farm  is  located  on 
the  north  side  of  U.S. Route  Uo,  two  or  three  miles  west  of  Scenery  Hill. 
The  deed  to  the  land,  called  a  "patent",  is  on  file  in  the  court-house  in 
Washington,  Pa.  It  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"  ....  Know  ye  that  in  consideration  of  the  moneys  paid  by 
Friederick  Tague  into  the  Receiver  General's  Office  of  this 
Commonwealth  at  the  granting  of  the  warrant  herein  mentioned 
and  the  sum  of  thirty  pounds,  eighteen  shilling  and  nine  pence, 
lawful  money  now  paid  by  him  unto  said  office  there  is  granted 
by  the  said  Commonwealth  unto  the  said  Friederick  Tague  a  cer¬ 
tain  tract  of  land  called  High  Germany  ....  dated  the  first  day 
of  August  1786".  (For  survey  of  the  land,  see  page  3») 

After  he  bought  the  land,  Friederich  built  a  two-story  log  house, 
which  was  still  standing  in  19U0  when  visited  by  the  authors.  The  house 
was  called  "The  Mantion".  Carrie  Dague  describes  it  as  follows: 

"This  building  is  a  two  story  structure,  built  of  immense  logs, 
with  the  spaces  between  filled  with  clay  and  stones.  It  has 
several  rooms  on  each  floor  and  a  cellar  beneath  it.  The  old 
house  at  one  time  had  been  weatherboarded  and  a  large  porch  ran 
the  entire  length  of  the  house.  The  part  of  the  house  under 
the  porch  had  been  covered  with  whitewash  which  can  be  seen  to¬ 
day,  although  the  porch  is  now  gone.  The  logs  were  pinned  to¬ 
gether  at  the  comers  of  the  house  with  wooden  pins.  Strap 
hinges  once  held  the  old  front  door  in  place,  which  was  divided 
into  upper  and  lower  parts,  much  like  the  upper  and  lower  parts 
of  basement  doors  of  a  bam.  The  old  home  has  four  two -sash 
windows  in  front;  two  downstairs ,  each  consisting  of  twelve 
panes  of  glass  and  the  ones  upstairs  of  nine  panes  of  glass. 

It  had  windows  of  course  at  the  ends  and  back." 

The  records  show  that  Friederich  bought  two  other  pieces  of  land. 

In  1791  he  bought  II4.3  acres  about  nine  miles  south  of  his  home,  on  Ten 
Mile  Creek.  Four  years  later  he  sold  this  to  his  son,  Frederick,  Jr. 

Less  than  a  year  before  he  died  he  bought  UOO  acres  on  Big  "Wheeling  Creek 
about  thirty  miles  west  of  his  home,  in  what  is  nor;  Marshall  County,  W.Va 
At  his  death,  one-half  of  this  was  willed  to  his  son  Frederick,  Jr.  and 
the  other  half  sold  by  the  executors  of  his  estate. 

In  July,  1796,  about  three  months  prior  to  his  death,  he  divided  his 
home  farm  into  three  parts  and  sold  the  eastern  lipL  acres  to  his  son  John 
the  ancestor  in  this  story .  The  western  191  acres  was  sold  to  his  son 
Michael;,  he  kept  the  middle  111  acres,  on  which  the  homestead  "Mantion" 
house  was  located,  until  his  death,  when  it  was  willed  to  his  son  Andrew. 

The  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Series  6,  Volume  II,  pages  168  and  18U, 
show  that  Frederick  Tague  served  two  years  as  a  private  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War,  in  Capt.  Miar's  Company,  of  Washington  County,  Pa,  At  least 
two  of  his  descendants  have  been  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution  on  his  record.  (See  page  73.) 

Friederich  and  his  son  John  Dage  operated  stills  and  both  took  part 
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in  the  Yi/hiskoy  Rebellion.  After  the  Rebellion  was  subdued  they  both  sign¬ 
ed  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the  United  States  and  continued  to  make 
whiskey  on  which  they  paid  taxes. 

Nothing  is  known  of  Friederich's  life  except  what  can  be  gleaned 
from  the  records .  Prior  to  his  death  he  had  disposed  of  most  of  his  pos¬ 
sessions.  The  following  are  a  few  of  the  items  sold  by  the  executors; 

2  hogs,  2  calves,  1  bucket,  2  coats,  1  whiskey  still,  1  mattock.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  among  the  items  of  expense  submitted  by  the  ex¬ 
ecutors  for  executing  the  will  were  bills  for  "30 $  paid  to  the  Rev'd.  for 
preaching  agreeably"]  also,  $2  cash  paid  for  making  coffin,  and  bills 
for  eleven  gallons  of  whiskey.  Evidently  the  settling  of  the  estate  re¬ 
quired  long  and  hilarious  deliberations. 

Following  is  a  complete  copy  of  Friederich's  Till  as  recorded  in 
Will  Book  1-301  in  the  Register  of  Wills  office  in  the  court-house,  Wash¬ 
ington,  Pa.: 

"In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I  Frederick  Dage  of  Vfest  Bethlehem 
Township,  Washington  County  being  in  Tolerable  state  of  health 
calling  in  mind  that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men  to  die,  Do 
make  pronounce  and  publish  this  my  last  will  and  Testament  in 
manner  and  form  following,  First  I  commit  my  Spirit  to  God  that 
gave  it,  and  my  Body  to  the  Dust  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  and 
Genteel  Manner  at  the  des creation  of  my  executors  -  and  touching 
my  worldly  substances  that  God  has  bestowed  upon  me,  I  bequeath 
as  follows. 

First  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Andrew  my  youngest  son  All  in 
singular  the  plantation  I  now  live  on  except  what  is  hereafter 
excepted  by  paying  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  ninety  pounds  ten 
Shillings  -  paying  yearly  after  my  wifes  decease  Fifteen  pounds 
until  the  whole  sum  is  paid,  for  to  help  pay  the  Legatees.  I 
do  order  that  Mary  ray  wife  shall  have  full  and  ample  privileges 
to  live  in  the  Mantion  House  during  her  natural  life  and  also 
two  cows  and  one  bed  and  beding  one  bedstead  one  spinning  wheel, 
and  that  Andrew  my  son  shall  pay  her  Annually  during  her  natural 
life  Fifteen  Bushels  of  wheat  four  Bushels  of  Rye  and  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  of  Beacon  Twenty  pounds  of  Swengled  flax,  six 
pounds  of  wool.

I 
bequeath  unto  Frederick  ny  son  the  one  half  of  my  land  on  the 
Waters  of  wheeling  according  to  Quantity  and  Quality  and  the 
residue  of  said  land  to  be  Sold  by  Executors.  I  give  unto  Mich¬ 
ael  my  son  seven  Shilling  and  six  pence  and  no  more.  I  give 
unto  Mathias  the  sum  of  Seven  Shillings  and  six  pence  and  no 
more.  I  give  unto  John  ny  sen  the  Sum  of  Seven  Shillings  and 
Six  pence  and  no  more.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  Daughters 
(viz.)  Catherine,  Christina,  Mary,  Margaret,  and  Lucy  the  sum 
of  Seventy  pounds  apiece.  Providing  always  that  if  Margaret 
dies  leaving  no  surviving  Issue  of  her  body  she  is  to  receive 
no  part  of  ny  Estate  I  also  bequeath  unto  my  five  grandchildren 
(viz.)  Frederick  Swineharb,  Andrew  Swinehart,  Peter  Swinehart, 

Gabriel  Swinehart  and  Margaret  Swinehart  the  sum  of  six  pounds 
apiece  to  be  paid  as  they  arrive  at  age. 

And  the  Legacys  I  allow  to  ny  children  to  be  paid  as  ny  out¬ 
standing  Debts  become  due.  Lucy  to  be  paid  first  Catherine 
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next  Christina  next  Mary  urxt  and  also  Margaret  next  provided 
as  is  before  provided  my  personal  estate  I  allow  to  be  apprized 
by  thi’e  Men  chosen  by  executors  and  if  my  personal  estate 
extends  above  the  aforesaid  Legacies  my  daughters  to  have 
Eighty  pounds  apiece  (having  due  respect  at  all  times  to  the 
above  and  annexed  proviso  respecting  Margaret)  I  also  order 
that  Andrew  my  son  shall  find  my  wife  Sufficient  Pasture  in  his 
fields  and  provender  in  Winter  for  aforesaid  Cows  and  that 
Andrew  my  son  shall  have  over  and  above  what  is  Mentioned  one 
Horse  and  Saddle  one  Cow  and  calf  all  the  grain  on  the  premises 
for  the  use  of  the  family  and  not  to  be  apprized.  I  also  ap¬ 
point  John  Cage  my  son  and  Eleazer  Jenkins  Executors  of  this  ny 
last  Will  and  Testament  and  I  do  hereby  Revoke  all  other  Wills 
by  me  made  and  hereunto  Set  my  hand  and  Seal  this  27th  Day  of 
July  1796."

SOPHIA  SCHMITT  DEG 

First  wife  of  Friederich  Deg. 

The  records  of  Trinity  Lutheran  Church  record  the  marriage  of  "Joh 
Friederich  Deeg"  and  Sophia  Schmitt  on  June  22,  1755.  The  only  other  in¬ 
formation  concerning  her  is  that  her  name  is  listed  in  the  baptismal  rec¬ 
ords  of  two  of  their  children.  The  facts  that  her  son  Michael  was  bom 
Dec.  K),  1758,  and  that  Friederich  was  married  to  his  second  wife  on  Aug. 
19,  1766,  indicate  that  she  died  between  the  two  dates. 


CHILDREN  OF  FRIEDERICH  and  SOPHIA  SCHMITT  DEG  -  (First  Wife) 
CATHERINE  ELIZABETH 

Born  Feb.  15,  1757*  Baptized  at  the  Lancaster,  Pa.  Trinity  Lutheran

The  naming  of  a  second  child  for  one  that  had  died  was  common  practice 
among  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch) .

Bom  Dec.  10,  1758.  Baptized  Dec.  2U,  1758.  These  dates  are  from 
the  records  of  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Lancaster,  Pa.  When  a  small  boy 
he  was  taken  to  Washington  County,  Pa.  by  his  father,  where  he  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  His  wife's  name  was  Margaret.

Second  wife  of  Friederich  Deg. 

Bom  April  15,  1735$  died  Oct,  28,  I8l5  in  Washington  County,  Pa. 
The  Trinity  Church  of  Lancaster,  Pa.  records  the  marriage  of  Marie  Geys 
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ler  and  Friederich  Deeg  Aug.  19,  1760.  Those  three  facts  and  dates  are 
all  that  is  known  of  her  life.  She  lived  nineteen  years  after  Friederich 
death,  dying  at  the  age  of  eighty.  Her  tombstone  in  Bethlehem  Lutheran 
Cemetery,  near  Scenery  Hill,  bears  the  inscription:

Bom  1769i  died  Jan.  2li,  18 63,  in  her  9Uth  year.  Married  Daniel 
Swickard.  Lived  near  New  Albany,  0.  Is  buried  in  Smith  Cemetery,  Si¬ 
miles  northwest  of  Burgeon,  0.  Charles  Swickard,  Columbus,  0.,  has  com¬ 
piled  a  very  complete  record  of  this  branch  of  the  family. 

JOHN 

Spelled  his  name  "Dage".  Born  March  1,  1771.  Married  Catherine 
Horn,  (See  page  11.) 

ANDREW 

Bom  1775,  died  1855*  Married  Catherine  Dagor,  and  Mary  McCarty. 
Lived  first  in  Washington  County,  Pa.,  then  in  Franklin  County,  0.  Many 
of  his  descendants  still  live  in  Ohio.  Buried  in  Fancher  Cemetery,  Del¬ 
aware  ,  Ohio .

JOHN  DAGS 

Son  of  Fri ©derich  and  Marie  Geysler  Deg.  (See  page  6.) 

John  Dage  ivas  born  March  1,  1771,  and  died  Sept.  9,  1838  in  Washing¬ 
ton  County,  Pa.  It  is  not  known  whether  he  was  bora  in  Lancaster  or  after 
his  father  moved  to  Washington  County,  but  the  fact  that  his  birth  is  not 
recorded  in  the  Church  records  at  Lancaster  indicates  that  he  was  born 
after  the  family  left  there.  He  married  Catherine  Horn,  daughter  of  a 
neighboring  farmer,  Oct.  19,  1795 j  they  had  eleven  children.  His  name 
was  always  spelled  "Dage"  and  was  the  step  between  the  "Deg"  of  his  father 
and  the  "Dague"  of  Ins  children. 

He  was  a  farmer,  owning  several  hundred  acres  of  good  land,  including 
lUl  acres  of  the  original  Deg  homestead  which  he  bought  from  his  father. 

He  bought  75  acres  adjoining  the  homestead,  on  which  he  built  a  large 
brick  house  and,  in  1823,  a  very  large  frame  bam.  The  beams  of  the  bam 
were  pinned  with  wooden  pegs  and  the  siding  nailed  with  wrought  iron 
nails.  He  traded  a  horse  for  the  nails.  Both  the  house  and  bam  were 
standing  when  visited  by  the  authors  in  19U0. 

In  addition  to  his  farm,  John  operated  a  still  as  a  side-line.  At 
one  time  he  had  a  hundred  barrels  of  whiskey  stored  in  his  barn.  He  was 
a  leader  of  the  Whiskey  Insurrection  and  later  signed  the  Oath  of  Alle¬ 
giance  and  continued  to  make  whiskey,  on  which  he  paid  a  tax.  He  was 
Sheriff  in  1775,  and  J usti ce-in -Chancery  in  1780. 

His  tombstone,  near  his  father's  in  Bethlehem  Lutheran  Cemetery, 
about  two  miles  west  of  Scenery  Hill,  Pa.,  is  a  nicely  carved  white  mar¬ 
ble  slab,  bearing  the  inscription:

CATHERINE  HORN  DAGE 

Daughter  of  Christopher  and  Catharine  Watson  Horn.  (See  page  21.) 

Catherine  was  bom  Nov.  22,  17 7U  on  her  father's  farm  in  Washington 
County,  Pa.  Her  childhood  home  was  about  eight  miles  south  of  the  old  Deg 
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homestead,  where  she  lived  after  she  was  married,  until  she  died  April  19 
I8I4.2.  Evidently  she  never  attended  school,  since  she  always  signed  her 
name  with  an  "x" .  She  is  buried  beside  her  husband  in  the  Bethlehem  Lu¬ 
theran  Cemetery.  Her  stone  matches  her  husband's  in  appearance,  and  it 
bears  the  inscription:

John  was  born,  lived  and  died  on  the  farm  which  was  originally  a 
part  of  his  grandfather  Deg's  homestead.  He  was  bom  Oct.  7,  1807,  died 
Feb.  13,  1888.  On  Dec.  9,  1830  he  married  his  first  wife,  Ann  Huffman, 
who  bore  him  eleven  children.  After  Ann's  death  he  married  Sarah  He vet t, 
who  had  no  children. 

About  I8l4i  or  181j5  John  built  a  large  brick  house  on  the  farm  he  had 
inherited  from  his  father.  This  house  was  the  show  place  of  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  and  was  still  in  use  in  19^0  when  visited  by  the  authors . 

John  abandoned  the  religion  of  his  ancestors  and  became  an  active 
member  of  the  Pigeon  Creek  Baptist  Church.  It  is  probable  that  he  was 
influenced  in  this  connection  by  his  first  wife,  since  her  father  was  a 
leader  in  the  Baptist  Church. 


John  is  buried,  with  his  second  wife,  in  the  Mt.  Calvary  Cemetery, 
Scenery  Hill,  Pa.  His  stone  is  a  nicely  carved  gray  marble  shaft  with 
a  double  inscription,  as  follows:

Ann  and  her  husband,  John  Dague,  were  second  cousins,  being  great¬ 
grandchildren  of  Jacob  Horn.  In  her  father's  family  Bible  her  name  is 
spelled  "Anne". 

Little  is  known  of  her  life.  She  was  bom  in  the  vicinity  of  Scenery 
Hill,  Pa.,  March  22,  18 12 3  was  married  before  she  was  nineteen;  died  in 
her  thirty-sixth  year,  after  bearing  eleven  children.  She  is  buried  in 
the  Huffman  Cemetery,  about  eleven  miles  east  of  Scenery  Hill.  Her  grave 
is  marked  by  a  white  marble  slab,  bearing  the  inscription:

Son  of  John  and  Ann  Huffman  Dague.  (See  page  13.) 

Grandson  of  John  and  Catherine  Horn  Dage.  (See  page  11.) 

Great-grandson  of  Friederich  and  Marie  Geysler  Deg.  (See  page  6.) 

Joe  was'  born  March  23,  1833  in  the  large  brick  house  on  the  farm  his 
father  had  inherited  from  his  grandfather.  Nothing  is  known  of  his  early 
life  except  that  when  a  young  man  he  went  to  Ohio,  where  he  met  and  mar¬ 
ried  his  first  wife,  Mary  Jane  King,  Jan.  8,  1857.  They  lived  In  Ohio 
until  two  sons  were  born,  then  moved  to  Fulton,  Ind.  and  bought  80  acres 
of  wooded,  unimproved  land.  About  two  years  after  they  arrived  in  Indiana 
his  wife  died,  two  days  following  the  birth  of  a  daughter.  The  baby  was 
cared  for  by  a  family  named  Briggs,  but  she  lived  only  about  three  months. 

Following-  the  death  of  his  wife  and  baby,  Joe  took  his  two  boys  back 
to  his  father's  home  in  Pennsylvania,  and  a  few  months  later  volunteered 
in  the  Union  Army  as  a  private  in  the  Ringo Id  Cavalry.  He  was  in  service 
a  total  of  eighteen  months,  saw  action  in  a  number  of  battles,  was  cap¬ 
tured  by  the  Confederates  and  spent  several  months  in  the  notorious  Ander- 
scnville  Prison. 

About  a  month  after  joining  the  Army,  while  home  on  a  furlough,  he 
married  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth  Ann  Young,  April  11,  186U.  They  had 
only  a  short  honeymoon  before  he  rejoined  his  troops,  but  he  was  home 
again  in  the  fall.  When  he  came  back  after  being  mustered  out,  the  first 
son,  James  Roney,  was  about  three  months  old. 

After  returning  from  the  war,  Joe  located  his  family  on  a  farm  on 
Miller's  Run,  a  small  stream  a  few  miles  from  his  father's  home.  His 
house  was  about  a  hundred  yards  east  of  the  Huffman  covered  bridge  which 
spanned  the  stream.  Only  the  foundation  of  the  house  remained  in  1935. 

He  farmed  this  place  for  about  eleven  years,  then,  in  1879,  he  moved  to 
New  Concord,  Ohio. 

All  of  his  children  except  the  two  younger  ones  were  bom  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  After  about  six  years  in  Ohio,  where  the  two  younger  children 
were  bom,  he  moved  again.  This  time  he  loaded  his  family  and  possessions 
into  a  covered  wagon  and  headed  west  to  Kansas,  He  located  in  Jackson 
County,  about  twenty -five  miles  north  of  Topeka,  near  a  small  village 
called  Tippenville,  no w  Denison.  He  lived  on  a  rented  farm  about  six 
years;  then  he  was  badly  crippled  by  splitting  his  foot  while  chopping 
wood «  No  longer  able  to  farm,  he  moved  to  Topeka  in  1889  and  bought  a 
house  at  1U20  Lincoln  Street,  where  he  lived  until  his  death,  Aug.  1, 

1901.  While  in  Topeka  he  did  hauling  and  draying  with  a  team  and  wagon 
which  he  kept  after  leaving  the  farm. 

Joe  was  a  "Hardshell"  Baptist;  his  second  wife  a  Reformed  Presbyter¬ 
ian  (called  Covenanters).  They  were  both  rigid  "Fundamentalists"  and 
neither  would  yield  to  the  other  in  religious  beliefs.  Before  they  were 
married  they  reached  an  agreement  whereby  Joe  promised  they  would  always 
live  where  Ann  could  attend  a  church  of  her  faith.  He  kept  this  promise 
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in  mind  when  choosing  the  place  to  which  they  moved.  It  was  customary 
for  him  to  take  her  to  church  every  Sunday  morning,  and  then  go  to  his 
own  church.  After  services  he  would  return  for  her.  The  children  were 
permitted  to  choose  the  church  they  preferred,  but  were  required  to  attend 
one  regularly.  All  of  the  children  chose  their  mother's  church. 

He  died  of  a  heart  stroke  while  driving  his  loaded  wagon  across  Kan¬ 
sas  Avenue  bridge  over  the  Kaw  River  in  Topeka.  He  is  buried  in  the  Ro¬ 
chester  Cemetery  four  miles  north  of  Topeka.  The  stone  is  inscribed:

She  was  a  country  girl,  born  and  reared  near  Joe  Dague' s  boyhood 
home.  Little  is  known  of  her  early  life  except  that  she  was  born  June  10, 
1835.  When  quite  young  she  went  to  live  with  a  family  named  Roney,  to 
help  care  for  their  children,  and  later  to  do  their  sewing  and  dr  ess -mak¬ 
ing.  She  considered  the  Roneys  as  her  foster  parents,  although  they  had 
never  legally  adopted  her,  and  she  continued  to  live  with  them  after  she 
was  married,  until  Joe  returned  from  the  war.  Her  first  son  was  named 
James  Roney,  to  show  her  appreciation  of  what  they  had  done  for  her. 

She  died  Nov.  18,  1913  at  her  home  in  Topeka,  Kans.  and  is  buried 
beside  her  husband  in  Rochester  Cemetery,  four  miles  north  of  Topeka.

■While  seeking  information  on  the  ancestors  of  Catharine  Horn,  wife 
of  John  Dage  (page  11),  the  authors  met  Mr.  W.  F.  Horn  of  Topeka,  Kans . , 
who,  at  the  time,  was  in  Waynesburg,  Pa.,  working  with  the  Green  County 
Historical  Society.  Mr.  Horn,  who  claimed  to  be  an  International  Genealo¬ 
gist,  furni.sned  without  charge  what  he  claimed  to  be  the  record  of  the 
Horn  family,  which  traced  it  back  to  John  Thadus  Horn,  born  Jan.  20,  1^72, 
in  Swedon,  The  information  supplied  by  Mr.  Horn  is  not  included  in  this 
record,  because  its  authenticity  is  questionable. 

About  two  years  after  Mr,  Horn  supplied  the  data  mentioned  above,  he 
published  two  books  entitled  "The  Horn  Papers" .  The  books  were  published 
in  19k$  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Green  County  Historical  Society  of 
Waynesburg,  Pa.,  by  the  Herald  Press  of  Scottsville,  Pa.  It  was  claimed 
that  the  books  were  based  on  a  diary  written  by  Jacob  Horn.  (See  p.  20.) 

The  publication  of  "The  Horn  Papers"  created  quite  a  furor  among  his¬ 
torians.  The  American  Historical  Society  appointed  a  special  committee 
to  check  the  historical  data  included  in  the  books.  This  committee  re¬ 
ported  that  the  books  were  historically  untrue,  and  "....  the  greatest 
American  historical  fraud  ever  perpetrated" .  The  committee  assumed  that 
the  books  were  written  "....  to  bolster  up  a  faked  family  tree".  Many 
magazines  carried  stories  about  the  books,  and  Time  Magazine  referred  to 
them  as  "The  Great  Homswoggle".  Most  libraries  removed  the  books  from 
their  shelves,  and  the  D.A.R.  issued  a  notice  that  information  from  the 
books  would  not  be  acceptable  for  proving  family  records. 

A  comparison  of  the  information  supplied  to  the  authors  by  Mr.  Horn 
with  that  in  his  books  showed  that  they  were  almost  identical,  but  several 
of  the  dates,  and  some  places,  were  different,  and  one  wife’s  name  was 
changed . 

A  thorough  search  for  corroborating  data  was  made  by  the  authors  in 
the  New  York,  Phi.  lade  Ip  hi  a,  and  Chicago  public  libraries,  and  in  the  Con¬ 
gressional.  and  D.A.R.  Libraries  in  Washington,  D.C.  Not  a  single  refer¬ 
ence  was  found  to  any  of  the  persons  in  Mr.  Horn's  "Family  Tree"  back  of 
Jacob  Horn.  (See  page  20.)  As  a  result  of  this  search,  and  in  view  of 
the  report  of  the  National  Historical  Society,  it  is  assumed  that  Mr. 
Horn's  genealogy,  like  his  historical  records,  were  faked;  therefore, 
they  are  not  included  in  this  family  record. 

As  a  matter  of  "curiosity",  a  condensed  genealogy  of  the  Horn  family, 
as  "conceived"  by  Mr.  Horn,  is  given  on  the  following  page.  It  is  hoped 
that  its  inclusion  may  prevent  research  students  from  being  led  astray, 
in  case  they  happen  to  come  across  "The  Horn  Papers"  or  find  information 
taken  from  them. 

The  information  on  Christopher  Horn  and  other  Homs,  given  on  page 
20  and  following,  was  secured  from  reliable  sources,  and  is  in  no  way  de¬ 
pendent  on  data  supplied  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Horn  or  "The  Horn  Papers"  referred 
to  above.

Nothing  is  known  of  Jacob  Horn  or  his  wife  except  that  he  was  a  Jus¬ 
tice  and  one  of  the  earlier  settlers  and  landholders  of  Green  County,  Pa. 
(Green  joins  Washington  County  on  the  south.)  He  is  known  to  have  had 
two  sons,  both  of  whom  are  ancestors  of  families  subsequently  covered  in 
this  book.

JOHN  HORN 

Son  of  Jacob  Horn.  (See  above  on  this  page.) 

John  was  born  in  17 1*3 .  The  place  of  his  birth  and  his  mother's  name 
are  not  known.  He  lived  in  Anwell  Township,  ‘Washington  County,  Pa.,  where 
in  March,  1787,  he  bought  UOf?*  acres  of  farm  land  for  which  he  paid  four 
pounds,  10  shillings,  9  pence.  Pie  had  a  still  on  his  farm  for  converting 
his  wheat  and  corn  into  liquor,  and  took  part  in  the  Whiskey  insurrection. 
After  the  Insurrection  was  subdued,  he  signed  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the 
United  States,  Dec.  29,  17 9h» 

During  the  Revolution,  and  for  several  years  thereafter,  he  volun¬ 
teered  for  service  and  was  in  the  Militia  and  Frontier  Rangers.  He  evi¬ 
dently  re-enlisted  several  times,  as  his  records  show  that  he  served  in 
different  organizations  and  under  different  officers.  He  was  sheriff  in 
1775,  and  Justice  in  Chancery  in  1780. 

He  married  Sarah  Gardner,  of  whom  nothing  is  known  except  that  she 
was  born  in  17 U5  and  died  May  18,  1832. 

John  died  Sept.  26,  1826  and  is  buried  beside  his  wife  in  an  unmarked 
grave  on  the  homestead  where  they  lived  and  raised  their  family.

CHRISTOPHER  HORN 

Son  of  Jacob  Horn.  (See  page  20.) 

Christopher  was  born  July  28,  17U5,  probably  in  Green  County,  Pa. 

On  Feb.  28,  1785  he  patented  3U0  acres  of  land  which  he  named  "Ballimore" . 
This  farm  is  located  about  one  and  a  half  miles  south  of  the  present  site 
of  Marianna,  Washington  County,  Pa.  He  improved  the  land  and  built  a 
house  of  logs,  slabs  and  stone.  The  house  was  on  a  hillside  with  a  door 
opening  out  at  the  lower  ground  level  from  the  basement.  The  basement 
part  of  the  house  was  built  with  rough  stone  slabs  laid  with  mortar.  The 
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house  was  standing  in  1937,  in  use  as  a  chicken  house,  when  visited  and 
photographed  by  the  authors.  There  was  a  large  fireplace  on  the  main 
floor  with  what  appeared  to  be  the  original  swinging  bracket  for  holding 
kettles.  The  authors  bought  the  bracket  from  the  owners  and  presented  it 
to  the  Green  County  (Pa.)  Historical  Museum,  at  Waynesburg,  Pa.  Christo¬ 
pher  was  a  blacksmith  and  made  the  nails,  hinges,  locks,,  and  probably  the 
kettle  bracket  or  crane,  which  were  used  in  the  building. 

Christopher  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  serving  at 
various  times  in  the  Continentals,  Home  Guards,  Virginia  Regulars,  and 
Virginia  Rifle  Corps.  (Washington  and  Green  Counties  were  at  that  time  a 
part  of  Virginia.)  He  served  as  private  secretary  to  the  Commander  of 
Youghiogheny.  He  married  Catharine  Watson  in  April,  1766.  They  had  ten 
children.  He  died  Dec.  lU,  1809  and  is  buried  in  Horn’s  Lutheran  Ceme¬ 
tery,  near  Zellersville,  Pa.  A  slab  of  native  stone,  rounded  on  top  and 
roughly  hand  carved,  marks  his  grave.  It  bears  the  inscription:

Christopher  and  his  brother  John  were  both  leaders  in  the  Whiskey 
Insurrection  and  when  it  failed  he  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the 
United  States. 

CATHARINE  WATSON  HORN 

All  that  is  known  of  Christopher's  wife,  Catharine  Watson,  is  that 
she  was  born  Nov.  27,  17UQ  and  died  Jan.  2 It,  1832.  She  lived  twenty -three 
years  after  Christopher's  death,  and  is  buried  beside  him  in  the  Horn  Lu¬ 
theran  Cemetery.  Her  stone  is  native  stone,  smoothed,  well  shaped,  and 
neatly  carved.  It  bears  the  inscription:

HANS  PETER  HUFFMAN 

Son  of  William  Huffman. 

AH  that  is  known  of  Hans  Peter  Huffman  is  what  has  been  gleaned  from 
the  few  records  found  in  ship  lists,  land  transfers,  and  wills.  The  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Archives,  Vol.  17,  2nd  Series,  Page  83,  lists  him  as  an  immigrant 
from  Rotterdam,  Holland  who  arrived  Aug.  27,  1733,  on  the  ship  Elizabeth. 
His  age  was  given  as  28,  occupation  a  farmer.  It  is  not  known  where  he 
spent  the  first  twelve  years  in  America;  in  17U5  he  settled  in  Frederick 
County,  Md.,  and  the  following  year  bought  a  farm  of  225  acres  which  he 
called  "Rose  Garden".  This  is  recorded  in  The  History  Of  Frederick  County, 
Md.,  Vol.  I,  Chapter  3,  page  2h*  It  is  not  known  where  or  when  he  married 
Appalonia  Loy. 


APPALONIA  LQY  HUFFMAN 

Daughter  of  George  Loy.  Except  for  the  name  of  her  father,  we  have 
no  information  concerning  her,  except  that  when  she  appeared  in  court  for 
the  settlement  of  the  will,  ten  months  after  Hans  Peter’s  death,  she  was 
already  married  to  Frederich  Unseld.  She  said  she  was  a  Protestant  Dis¬ 
senter  and  "declared  and  confirmed",  bub  refused  to  swear  or  take  oath.

RUDOLPH  HUFFMAN 

Son  of  Hans  Peter  and  App alonia  Loy  Huffman.  (See  page  23.) 

The  date  and  place  of  his  birth  are  unknown,  but  it  is  assumed  that 
he  was  born  near  Frederick,  Md.,  since  that  is  where  his  father  lived,  and 
where  he  married  Dorothea  Weisz  on  May  8,  1758.  The  marriage  is  recorded 
in  Vol.  Ill,  Page  110L,  of  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  Index  of  mar¬ 
riages  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Frederick,  Md.  The  next  record  of  him 
is  from  Hagerstown,  Md.,  where  the  births  of  two  children  of  Rudolph  and 
Dorothea  Huffman  are  listed  in  the  Salem  Reformed  Church  records.  On  March 
L,  1785  be  purchased  U58  acres  of  land  on  Pigeon  Creek,  Somerset  Tovmship, 
Washington  County,  Pa.,  where  he  and  his  Yd_fe  spent  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

Rudolph's  will  was  dated  Feb.  6,  17  9U;  probated  March  22,  17  9U,  at 
the  court-house  in  Washington,  Pa.,  in  Will  Book  I,  Page  228.  It  mentions 
his  wife  Dorothy  and  refers  to  " ....  ny  seven  sons  and  three  daughters", 
listing  the  children  in  the  order  given  below.  Two  daughters  are  mentioned 
by  their  married  names  —  Sophia  Swagler  and  Seville  Wallace.  The  will 
also  lists,  by  their  given  names,  the  wives  of  the  sons. 

Rudolph  died  Feb.  22,  179U.  The  place  of  his  burial  is  not  known; 
it  is  probably  an  unmarked  grave  in  the  Huffman  Cemeteiy  on  his  farm. 


DOROTHEA  WEISZ  HUFFMAN 

Dorothea,  wife  of  Rudolph  Huffman,  was  the  daughter  of  Frank  and  Bar¬ 
bara  Weisz,  who  came  to  this  country  on  the  same  ship  with  Rudolph's 
father.  Her  father  lived  near  Frederick,  Md.  and  it  is  assumed  that  she 
was  bom  there.  Her  father  witnessed  Hans  Peter  Huffman's  will.  She  died 
June  18,  1813.  An  unverified  report  is  that  she  was  killed  by  Indians.

Joseph  Huffman  was  born  about  1782,  a  year  or  two  before  his  father 
bought  a  farm  in  Washington  County,  Pa.  He  married  Susannah  Horn,  a 
neighboring  girl,  Oct.  21,  1806.  His  life  was  spent  as  a  farmer,  except 
for  the  time  he  served  in  the  Amy  in  the  War  of  18 12 .  He  was  a  trustee 
of  Pigeon  Creek  Baptist  Church. 

His  will  was  dated  July  31,  1839 j  probated  Aug.  15,  1839.  It  is  re¬ 
corded  in  Will  Book  No.  5 }  Page  5ll,  in  the  court-house  at  Washington,  Pa. 
The  will  refers  to  all  the  children  listed  below,  and  mentions  11 ... .  cy 
daughter  Ann,  consort  of  John  Dage". 

Joseph  died  Aug.  5,  1839  and  is  buried  in  the  Huffman  Cemetery .  This 
cemetery  is  located  about  twelve  miles  east  of  Scenery  Hill,  Pa.  It  is 
no  longer  in  use  and  is  neglected  and  overgrown  with  weeds .  His  stone  has 
the  following  inscription:

JAMES  RONSf  DAGUS  (Galled  Roney.) 

Son  of  Joseph  Huffman  and  Elizabeth  Ann  Young  Dague .  (S-  e  png-  1  5.) 

James  Roney  Dague  was  bom  in  Yfashington  County,  Pa.,  Aug.  6,  166!?, 
while  his  father  was  serving  in  the  Union  Army.  His  mother  was  living  with 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roney,  who  had  raised  her  from  childhood,  which  accounts  for 
the  middle  name. 

"When  Roney  was  about  twelve  his  father  moved  to  New  Concord,  Ohio, 
where  they  lived  four  years;  then  moved  to  Jackson  County,  Kansas.  Soon 
after  arriving  in  Kansas,  when  only  sixteen  years  old,  he  passed  the  exam¬ 
ination  and  was  granted  a  teacher's  certificate.  He  taught  in  an  ungraded 
country  school  about  five  miles  northwest  of  Holton,  Kans .  for  three  years. 
While  teaching,  he  met  and  courted  his  future  wife,  Mary  Sawhill,  daughter 
of  a  neighboring  farmer. 

Roney  and  Mary  were  married  at  her  country  home  March  12,  1885,  both 
being  under  twenty  years  old.  Her  father  recently  had  died,  and  for  two 
years  they  lived  with  her  mother,  Roney  running  the  farm.  He  then  studied 
telegraphy,  at  Sedalia,  Mo.,  following  which  he  was  employed  by  the  Chi¬ 
cago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railroad  as  station  agent  at  Straight  Creek, 
Jackson  County,  Kans.,  where  he  served  for  fourteen  years.  Meanwhile,  he 
had  a  farm  and  also  operated  a  grain  elevator  as  side-lines.  In  1903  he 
moved  his  family  to  Holton,  Kans.  and  bought  an  interest  in  a  hardware 
store.  After  a  few  months  he  sold  the  store  and  became  agent  for  the 
Rock  Island  Railroad  in  Holton.  He  continued  with  the  Rock  Island  until 
his  death,  serving  as  agent  at  Holton,  at  Alma,  and  at  Clifton,  Kansas. 

He  always  was  active  in  church  and  Sunday  School.  He  was  raised  as 
a  Reformed  Presbyterian  ( known  as  Covenanter),  his  mother's  Church.  A 
few  months  after  his  marriage  he  joined  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Holton,  of  which  Mary  was  a  member.  He  served  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School  in  the  Holton  and  Clifton,  Kans.  churches;  at  the  time  of 
his  death  he  was  a  Deacon  of  the  Clifton  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Masonic  and  the  Eastern  Star  lodges . 

Roney  died  Jan.  9,  1918  in  Mercy  Hospital,  Kansas  City,  Mo*,  while 
undergoing  an  operation  for  kidney  trouble.  He  was  buried  with  full 
Masonic  ritual  and  honors  in  the  cemetery  at  Holton,  Kans . 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  living  at  Clifton,  Kans.  His  will 
was  probated  at  the  county  seat.  Clay  Center.  He  bequeathed  his  property 
to  his  wife,  during  her  lifetime;  thereafter,  to  be  divided  equally  among 
their  four  children.  In  addition  to  the  home  in  Clifton,  the  principal 
part  of  his  estate  consisted  of  320  acres  of  land  in  Shawnee  County,  Okla. 
After  his  death  Mary '  s  principal  source  of  income  was  from  the  leasing  of 
"oil  rights"  on  this  land,  which  is  still  (1958)  held  as  an  undivided  es¬ 
tate  by  the  heirs,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  eventually  produce  oil. 
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MART  AGNES  SAWIILL  DAGUE 

Daughter  of  James  Alexander  and  Margaret  Virginia  Bruner  Sawhill .  * 

Mary  Agnes  was  bo  it  May  28,  l'3t\5 ,  near  Washington,  Ohio.  She  was 
baptized  in  the  Washington  Presbyterian  Church  Sept.  25,  1865. 

When  she  was  three  years  old  her  parents  moved  to  Kansas  and  bought 
a  farm  four  and  a  half  miles  northwest  of  Holton.  She  attended  Banner 
rural  school  and  Campbell  University.  She  was  an  accomplished  pianist 
and  taught  piano  several  years.  On  March  12,  1885,  she  married  James 
Rodney  Dague. 

Mary  was  a  faiuhful  church  worker.  She  joined  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Holton  when  uwelve  years  old,  and  for  eleven  years  was  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Sunday  School  at  Bethel  Church,  near  Straight  Creek,  Kans. 
For  fifty  years  she  was  very  active  in  the  Eastern  Star,  and  served  as 
Worthy  Matron  of  the  chapter  at  Clifton,  Kans. 

On  Dec.  2k,  1 92k,  six  years  after  the  death  of  her  first  husband,  she 
married  one  of  his  best  friends,  a  widower,  George  C.  Diram.  They  lived  on 
a  small  farm  about  a  mi?.e  and  a  half  southeast  of  Holton  until  his  death 
in  1930.  Four  years  later,  Aug.  2?,  193U,  she  married  another  widower  and 
family  friend,  Austin  C.  Turpin.  They  moved  to  Detroit,  where  he  was  a 
representative  of  the  Rock  Island  Railroad.  After  about  a  year  he  was  re¬ 
tired  and  they  moved  to  Long  beach,  Calif.,  where  they  bought  a  small 
home.  Following  his  death  in  1936,  Mary  lived  alone  at  Long  Beach  four 
years,  when  the  infirmities  of  age  and  sickness  made  it  necessary  for  her 
to  return  to  Holton,  Kans .  to  live  with  her  younger  daughter,  Ethel  Gil- 
kerson.  There  were  no  children  by  her  second  and  third  husbands. 

Mary  died  Aug.  7,  1943  and  is  buried  beside  her  first  husband,  James 
Roney  Dague,  in  the  Holton,  Kansas  cemetery.

CHARLES  IRWIN  and  IRENE  ROGERS  DAGUE 


CHARLES  IRWIN  DAGUE  (Called  Irwin.) 

Son  of  James  Roney  and  Mary  Sawhill  Dague.  (See  page  31,) 

Irwin,  the  first  child  of  James  R.  and  Mary  A.  Dague,  was  bom  Aug. 

26,  1886,  on  his  grandmother's  farm  four  and  a  half  miles  northwest  of 
Holton,  Kans.  His  schooling  consisted  of  seven  years  in  the  ungraded 
country  school  near  Straight  Creek,  Kans.  and  one  year  in  the  8th  grade 
in  Topeka,  where  he  stayed  with  his  grandparents.  He  attended  Campbell 
University  Acadeny  two  years.  In  1908  he  entered  the  service  of  the  U.S. 
Weather  Bureau,  in  which  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life,  except  for  a 
period  in  the  Amy  and  about  two  years  thereafter  in  the  employment  of 
rubber  companies . 

His  first  assignment  in  the  Weather  Bureau  was  as  Assistant  Observer 
at  Key  West,  Fla.,  his  actual  location  being  on  an  island  in  the  Gulf 
about  twenty-five  miles  west  of  Key  West.  Two  years  after  he  began  on 
this  assignment  a  tropical  hurricane  swept  everything  off  the  island  ex¬ 
cept  the  stone  lighthouse  in  which  he  and  his  assistants  had  taken  refuge. 
They  lost  everything  except  the  clothes  they  wore .  Shortly  thereafter  he 
was  transferred  to  Chicago,  and  later  to  Dallas,  Texas. 

He  enlisted  in  the  Amy  Nov.  16,  1917  as  a  special  representative  of 
the  Weather  Bureau,  with  the  rating  of  Master  Engineer,  Senior  Grade. 
Within  a  few  weeks  he  was  sent  to  France  with  the  30th  Engineers,  a  Chem¬ 
ical  Division.  Soon  after  arriving  in  France  he  was  commissioned  First 
Lieutenant.  He  was  in  active  service  in  France  until  the  end  of  World 
War  I,  and  had  more  than  a  hundred  days  of  front  line  duty,  including 
most  of  the  famous  battles  fought  in  that  area. 

Shortly  after  his  release  from  the  Army,  he  retired  from  the  Weather 
Bureau  to  work  for  Goodyear  Tire  &  Rubber  Co.,  Akron,  0.  He  was  a  member 
of  that  company's  famous  "Flying  Squadron",  which  was  composed  of  men 
trained  to  perform  any  operation  in  the  factory  if  called  on  in  an  emer¬ 
gency.  He  left  Goodyear  when  the  factory  was  practically  shut  down  in 
the  1921  "recession".  He  worked  a  few  months  for  the  Dunlop  Tire  &  Rub¬ 
ber  Co.,  in  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  then,  in  October,  1921  he  rejoined  the  Weather 
Bureau  as  Assistant  Meteorologist  and  was  assigned  to  work  on  frost  pre¬ 
dictions  in  southern  California,  where  he  remained  three  years.  Next,  he 
was  assigned  to  Forest  Service  duties  at  Portland,  Ore.,  and  promoted  to 
Associate  Meteorologist.  In  19Ul  he  was  given  charge  of  the  Weather  Bu¬ 
reau  Station  at  Baker,  Ore.,  where  he  remained  until  his  death,  seven 
years  later. 

He  married  Irene  Rogers  on  June  26,  192l±,  at  Azusa,  Calif. 

Irwin  was  an  Elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  a  Scottish  Rite  Mason, 
member  of  the  Toastmasters  Club,  and  the  American  Legion.  He  died  Sept. 

27,  19U8,  in  the  Veterans'  Hospital  in  Portland,  Ore.,  and  is  buried  in 
Mt.  Hope  Cemetery,  Baker,  Oregon. 
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IRENE  ESTABROOK  ROGERS  DAGUE 

Daughter  of  Henry  Samuel  and  Margaretta  Kerr  Rogers . 

Irene  was  bora  near  Azusa,  Calif.,  Feb.  3,  1896.  She  graduated  from 
Occidental  College,  Los  Angeles,  in  June,  1918,  with  a  B .A.  degree,  then 
spent  a  year  in  graduate  study  at  the  University  of  California,  Berkeley. 
■While  in  college  she  sang  in  the  Glee  Club  and  took  an  active  part  in  the 
Laurean  Literary  Society  and  the  Y.W.G.A.  In  her  Junior  year  she  was  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Student  Body. 

She  taught  in  the  Glendale,  Calif,  grade  schools  four  years  prior  to 
her  marriage;  later,  when  living  in  Portland,  Ore.,  she  took  an  active 
part  in  the  P.T.A.,  the  Sunday  School,  and  various  organizations  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.

Born  in  Portland,  Ore.,  Nov.  16,  1928,  where  he  completed  the  first 
seven  grades  of  school;  the  8th  and  Higfc  School  in  Baker,  Ore.  In  19U6 
he  entered  Oregon  State  College  on  a  Navy  scholarship,  graduating  in  1950 
with  a  B.S.  degree  and  a  commission  as  Ensign  in  the  U.S.Navy.  Each  sum¬ 
mer  while  in  college  he  took  a  training  cruise  on  a  Navy  ship,  touching 
many  ports,  including  Hawaii,  Vancouver,  B.C.,  San  Francisco,  San  Diego, 
Coronado  Island,  the  Gailipagos,  and  the  Panama  Canal.

JESSE  WILLIAM  SHIELDS 

Son  of  Garrott  William  and  Mary  Bennett  Shields .  * 

He  was  born  July  29,  1887  in  Adrian  Township,  Jackson  County,  Kansas. 
After  finishing  the  Little  Cross  Creek  rural  school  he  attended  the  Acad¬ 
emy  of  Ottawa  University  a  year,  the  Academy  of  Campbell  College  two  years, 
and  Ottawa  University,  Ottawa,  Kans.  for  four  years  of  collegiate  work, 
graduating  in  1910  with  Bachelor  degree.  He  did  graduate  work  in  Science 
at  the  University  of  Chicago  during  four  summer  quarters. 

The  first  year  after  graduation,  he  taught  Science  in  Kearney,  Nebr. 
High  School;  then  taught  two  years  in  Yankton,  S.D.  High  School;  then 
for  six  years  taught  Physics  and  coached  Football  at  Calumet,  Michigan. 

He  married  Grace  May  Dague  June  2$,  1913  at  Clifton,  Kans.,  the  li¬ 
cense  being  issued  and  certificate  recorded  at  Holton,  Kans.  Their  first 
home  was  in  Laurium,  Mich.,  while  he  taught  in  the  Calumet  High  School; 
their  first  three  children  were  bom  there.  Later,  they  lived  for  seven¬ 
teen  years  in  Akron,  0.,  where  they  owned  a  home  on  Crescent  Drive.  Since

tion  of  Head  of  Physical  Research.  After  three  years  with  Goodyear,  he 
resigned,  accepting  a  position  with  Firestone  Tire  &  Rubber  Co.,  Akron. 
During  fifteen  years  with  this  company  he  was  Tire  Designer,  Sales  Engi¬ 
neer,  and  National  Sales  Manager  of  Farm  Tires.  In  1937,  aged  5>Q,  resign¬ 
ing  from  Firestone,  he  joined  U.S.  Rubber  Co.,  as  Manager  of  the  Farm  Tire 
Department;  this  included  national  retail  sales  as  well  as  sales  to 
equipment  manufacturers.  He  was  in  the  New  York  office  two  years,  during 
which  his  family  remained  in  Akron.  In  1939  he  transferred  his  office  to 
Detroit,  moving  his  family  to  Grosse  Pointe,  a  suburb  of  that  city. 

■While  employed  by  Firestone,  he  originated  the  low  pressure  pneumatic 
tire  for  tractors,  which  has  become  standard  equipment  on  all  farm  trac¬ 
tors.  He  also  enjoys  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  to  adapt  and  ap¬ 
ply  pneumatic  tires  on  many  other  farm  machines,  including  plows,  potato 
diggers,  combines j  spreaders,  wheat  drills  and  binders.  He  spent  more 
than  twenty  years  developing  and  promoting  the  use  of  pneumatic  tires  on 
farm  equipment . 

At  the  beginning  of  World  War  II  he  was  given  a  special  assignment 
as  War  Products  Engineer  for  the  U.S.  Rubber  Co.  This  job  covered  all 
products  made  by  the  company  in  which  the  armed  forces  were  interested, 
including  tires,  mechanical  rubber  goods,  pontons,  bullet-sealing  tanks, 
etc.  His  assignment  included  contacting  the  armed  forces  and  working 
with  designers,  engineers,  and  procurement  officers,  helping  them  to

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design  and  improve  items  the  company  could  supply.  This  assignment  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  duration  of  the  war,  and  many  of  his  designs  and 
inventions  were  adopted  and  used  by  the  armed  forces;  of  which,  those 
listed  below  are  the  more  important! 

Non-sink able  floats,  which  were  used  to  float  the  armor¬ 
ed  tanks  from  the  carriers  to  shore  in  the  Okinawa  Landing. 

Waterproof  seals,  used  on  all  armored  tanks  in  the  D-Day 
Normandy  Landing  in  France;  these  seals  made  it  possible 
to  unload  tanks  from  carriers  in  twelve  feet  of  water, 
drive  them  to  shore  under  their  own  power,  and  start  firing 
as  soon  as  the  guns  were  out  of  water. 

Jettison  gasoline  tanks,  used  to  supply  extra  fuel  for 
armored  tanks.  As  a  safety  measure,  they  could  be  discon¬ 
nected-  and  thrown  off  when  in  battle.  They  were  used  by 
both  American  and  British  forces. 

The  Shields  Bullet  Hole  Repair  Unit,  for  quickly  re¬ 
pairing  holes  in  gasoline  and  water  tanks;  specified  on 
all  haulage  tanks.  The  armed  forces  bought  over  a  half- 
million  dollars  worth  of  them. 

Rubber  Bushings,  for  tank  tracks.  All  American  and 
British  Armored  Tanks  were  equipped  with  rubber  hushed 
crawler-type  tracks  made  wider  license  of  Shields  patent. 

Stabilizing  mount,  for  field  guns;  which  made  it  prac¬ 
tical  to  operate  the  guns  on  pneumatic  tires . 

■When  the  war  ended,  he  returned  to  the  Tire  Division  of  U.S. Rubber 
Company,  in  Detroit,  and  was  in  charge  of  the  Farm  Tire  Department  until 
his  retirement  in  1953,  at  age  sixty-six. 

Since  retirement,  he  has  spent  the  winters  in  Florida,  and  the  sum¬ 
mers  in  Michigan,  while  serving  as  a  Special  Consultant  for  Army  Ordnance. 
His  work  for  Ordnance  has  to  do  with  tire  equipment  for  Army  vehicles, 
and  developing  methods  of  determining  the  ability  of  a  vehicle  to  tra¬ 
verse  unfavorable  terrain,  such  as  sand,  snow,  and  mud.  For  this  he  has 
developed  the  Shields  Traff inability  Chart,  by  means  of  which  it  is  pos¬ 
sible  to  determine  quickly  whether  a  vehicle  can  traverse  a  given  terrain, 
and  what  grades  it  can  climb.
